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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election of Group II Species A ( claims 6-9 ) in Response to Office Action on 
Dec 31 , 2003 is acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically 
point out the supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been 
treated as an election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

This office action is based on the response to office action on Sep 22, 2003; therefore 
this is Final Action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form 
the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

1 . Claims 6-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Barr et 
al. (US5534208A). 

Barr et al. teach (Figs. 3-10) an apparatus for producing an optical film 
comprising: 

• a cylindrical die roller 12 having a matrix formed on a surface thereof in which a 
plurality of rows of concave portions or convex portions that are linearly 
continuous are adjacently formed in parallel with one another so as to be 
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inclined at a' predetermined angle with respect to a circumferential direction of 
the die roller, wherein the predetermined angle is 90 degrees , 
• means (pressure roller 14) for transferring a rough face of a die film to a surface 
of another fiim 36, the rough face being produced by rotating the die roller on 
the die film and having convex portions or concave portions that are linearly 
continuous. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed on Sep 22, 2003 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicant's ONLY arguments are follows : 

A. Barr fails to teach a cylindrical die roller having a matrix with a plurality of rows of 
concave portions orconvex portions predetermined angle that are inclined at a 
predetermined angle with respect to a circumferential direction of the die roller. 

B. Barr fails to teach or suggest transferring a rough face of a matrix to the surface 
of a 51 1 1 1 , which in the Applicants 1 invention can be a light reflective film for 

a reflection type liquid crystal display (LCD) panel. 

Examiner's responses to Applicants' ONLY arguments are follows : 
A. Barr teaches (Figs. 3-4) a cylindrical die roller having a matrix with a plurality of 
rows of concave portions or convex portions predetermined angle that are inclined at a 
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predetermined angle with respect to a circumferential direction of the die rolle r wherein 
the predetermined angle is 90 degrees . 

B. All independent claims 6-9 also fail to cite a further step of forming a light 
reflective film for a reflection type liquid crystal display (LCD) panel (e.g. forming the 
aluminum layer on the surface of the rough film). 

Besides, "an apparatus for producing an optical film" considers as Preamble. 
The processes cite in claims 6-9 can be used to form the mattresses.
